Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Massie called to discuss the possibility of filing an RCE and a 
declaration. The declaration would show that Mikio's alloy made by Mikio's process could not contain 10 to 100 ppm 
hydrogen as recited in applicants' claims but rather would contain less hydrogen. Mr. Massie asked the Examiner what 
he felt would be needed in such a declaration. The Examiner explained that since applicants' claims are very broad 
with respect to the rare earth, transition metal and B content applicants would need a good deal of data in order to be 
commensurate in scope with the claims. Further, because Mikio teaches an example alloy with 5 ppm hydrogen and 
applicants are claiming a minimum of 10 ppm hydrogen the data would have to show that there is a differnce in 
properties cased by this difference in hydrogen. Otherwise it would be the Examiner's position that applicants' claimed 
minimum hydrogen content of 10 ppm and Mikio's alloys containing 5 ppm closely approximate each other and 
therefore would be expected to possess the same properties.. 
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
